Three Who Looted

Detroit. Nov. 7 
Three hours 
after two men robbed the Berkley 
State bank at Berkley, a suburb, 
of $1.400 this *morning, after kid- 
naping Maurice O. Cole, assistant 
cashier, this morning, state police 
St JonesvJle, Mich., reported they 
had arrested three men at Cold- 
water. two of whom corresponded 
with the descriptions of the rob- 
bers. 


The state police said tho men 
admitted the automobil» they were 
driving was stolen from Alton. Ill- 
They denied participation in the 
robbery but two pistois were found 
in tho car. 


Witneüses to the robbery were on 
their way to Jonesville tonight to 
try and identify the suspects'. 


The two robbers forced Cole to 
open the bunk's vault, then took 
him with them In their car, leaving 
him tied to a tree in a lonely spot 
several miles from Berkley. He 
freed h*mself after ten minutes and 
notified police of the robbery.

The actual writing of the final 
formal report to President Hoover 
and to congress was described at 
commission headquarters today as 
not yet begun.

How Often 
To Shampoo

N E of the many popular fallacies regard­ 
ing ^ e hair is that frequent shampooing 
is injurious. Nothing can be farther from 
the truth. 


Certain ingredients that go to make up a 
shampoo may be harmful, such as strong am­ 
monia. salts of tartar, cheap soaos that contain 
lye. and other products of a similar nature that 
have the effect of drying out and. in time, rot­ 
ting the hair. But those are the only real 
dangers, outside of frequent sbam po(^, which 
may also be injurious when the bur is not thor­ 
oughly dried afterward, and especially when 
cold water is used. 


Now that women wear their hair short and 
artificially waved, the male's habit of frequently 
wetting the hair is adopted, thus keeping it in 
a state of moisture part of the t i ^ . which 
weakens the s ^ p and inures the hair follicles.

finer particles of 
dirt; 
coolinx 
milk Immediately with a good wa­ 
ter cooler to 50 degrees or below 
to prevent growth of bacteria; 
clean and sterilize property, the 
sterilizing can be done wMth the 
use of a chlorine solution: keep 
foul odors from barn thru ventila­ 
tion as milk picks' up odors very 
readily. 


A. J. Bell spoke on (he build­ 
ing of milk houses, and empha­ 
sized that they be small to cut 
down the cost of construction nnd 
also so they would only he used 
for caring for the milk. They al 
HO should be well Insulated, said 
Mr. Bell, so that the milk house 
can be used In winter as well as 
summer.

The old fashioned circuit rider 
who brought salvation to his hu­ 
man flocks has passed from the 
picture of rural life, but Michi­ 
gan still has 90 modern circuit 
riders who live one day a month 
at each of 20 or 25 farm homes 
and whose business is the ealvax- 
ing of profits from 
the 
dairy 
herds of the state, according to 
the dairy department of Michigan 
State College. 


The 90 preach the doctrine of 
v;ood feeds properly balanced, but 
they do not believe that the poor 
cows should he with us 
always 
and they ask the herd owners to 
cast such animals Into the outer 
darkness. 
These testers for the 
herd 
improvement 
associntlons 
keep records of the records of the 
production of each cow in 
the 
herds, they give advice on making 
up rations, test separators, keep 
records of herd sires, test soils, 
and take u^^a collection only once 
each month. 


Once each year they are called 
in to district meetings where the 
state supervisor of testing checks 
up the methods which they 
are 
using and suggests ways of im­ 
proving their work.

Poultry Need Fires 
in Coldest Weather 


Now that modern pouUry hous­ 
es have been equipped with lights 
to enable the hens to devote more 
hours to business each day. it has 
been found that the provision of 
a heater for the house will add to 
the bird's costfort 
and 
conse­ 
quently aid the 
production 
of 
eggs, according to the 
Poultry 
Department at 
Michigan 
State 
College. 


Many Michigan farms already 
have heaters which can easily be 
adapted for use In 
the 
laying 
houses and the Agr'l Engineering 
Dept., ad\'ocates the use of broo­ 
der stoves which can be equipped 
with a Jacket which will provide 
greater 
hoat 
radiation. 
The 
stoves sre needed only during pe­ 
riods of low temperature. 


The laying house stove should 
have the canopy removed and be 
placed on a stand to raise it 15 
inches above the floor. 
Care Is 
necessary in building 
a 
has« to 
prevent hot ashes or live coals 
falling Into the litter. 


The Jacket for the 
stove 
is 
made from galvanized iron rein- 
foreed at the top. bottom, 
and 
around the door with band iron, 
ft is .10 inches In diam eter and 
feet high. 
The top should be 
screened in to prevent birds from 
flying upon the stove.

H e ^ Dry Soils 


A committee of Michigan farm- 
era 
and 
county 
agricultural 
agents in a meeting a t ' Michigan 
State College to consider ways of 
haatening the 
improvement 
of 
Mlehigan soils recommended that 
i^ore emphasis be placed on the 
éeed for increasing the organic 
ánatter contained in soils. 
' 
Reports made at the 
meeting 
showed thfft soils which do not 
have an adequate supply of or­ 
ganic m atter suffer more severe­ 
ly from adverse conditions, such 
as drought, than soils which con­ 
tain a liberal supply of humus. 
The decaying organic m atter in 
the soil apparently acts as an ab­ 
sorbent and aids the soil In 
re­ 
taining moisture. 


It has also been found that the 
activities of bacteria are greatest 
in soils with a high organic mat­ 
ter 
content, 
and 
experiments 
have shown that better 
results 
are obtained from the 
use 
of 
fertilizer and lime when the soil 
humus content is high. 


The use of sweet clover as 
a 
green manure crop is recommend­ 
ed for Increasing the amount of 
organic m atter in the soil. 
A 
catch crop of sweet clover plowed 
dow\i In the spring once during 
each crop rotation will maintain 
the soil's humus content.
